IST OF DEATHS 
STILL GROWING. 


CASUALTIES AT ERIE, PA. MAY 
REACH SEVENTY-FIVE. 


Total Damage to City and County 
is Now Placed at Between Six and 
Seven Million Dollars—Prominent 
Lawyer Drops Dead of Heart. 
Disease. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

ERIE (Pa.) Aug. 5.—\With the re- 
covery today of two more bodies, the 
list of dead as the result of the flood 
Tuesday night was brought to twenty- 
six. Because of the great mass of 
debris, which stretched for two miles 
along the Mill Creek Valley, the 
search for bodies is progressing slow- 
ly. Fifteen persons are missing, and 
Coroner Hanley said tonight he 
thought the déath list might reach 
seventy-five. 

Another terrific rainstorm struck 
Erie tonight, retarding the work of 
searching parties for awhile. No re- 
ports. of additional damage were re- 
ceived, however. 

Gas was turned in the mains this 
afternoon, but because of numerous 
uncapped pipes in the flood district it 
Was necessary to turn it off again. 
The electric lighting system is atill 
out of commission and the. city is in 
almost total darkness tonight. 

Figures compiled late today showed 
the tetal damage in the city and coun- 
ty would amount to between six and 
seven million dollars. Two millions, 
it was declared, would not replace the 
crops destroyed in Erle county. 

Two representatives of the State 
Department of Health arrived today 
to assist the local health authorities 
in handling the sanitary work. 

Scores of persons have been vac- 
cinated for typhoid, and warnings on 
sanitation have been issued by the 
health authoritiés, 

A committee of citizens met with 
Mayor Stern at the City Hall this 
afternoon and took charge of the re- 
lief work. Preparations are #being 
made to furnish clothing to the flood 
sufferers tomorrow. Former Postmas- 
ter Sobel has been chosen chairman of 
a committee that will pass upon the in- 
dividual losses, and those who have 
lost their homes will be given a fresh 
start in life. 

A company of State police arrived 
here tonight from Butler to assist in 
the rescue work and to patrol the 
flooded district.

The party arrived at 
Sunday night. and early the next 
morning resumed their trip. Every- 
thing went well until about 10 o'clock 
Monday morning. when their radiator 
became dry and the car stalled. 
Welsh and Roche started out with 
their only receptable, a gallon con- 
tainer, for the Salton Sea, which they 
supposed was only a short distance 
away. Clark remained itn the car. 
After an entire day's walk, they 
gave up their search, and started to 
return to the automobile. They did 
not find the mechine until the next 
morning, and then they discovered 
Clark had gone. leaving a note in 
which he said he has started for help. 
That he understood his danger was 
indicated in a small postscript that 
requested his wife be notified if he 
fatied to return. 

From Tuesday unt!) early yesterday 
morning, Clark walked the desert. 
finally arriving at the ranch-house, 
just eighteen miles from the auto- 
mobile. Before the rescue party 
could locate the stranded men, Welsh 
had died, and Roche was at point of 


death. 
SURVIVOR'S STORY. 


‘The story, as told by Mr. Roche, 
becomes almost incoherent at paints. 
“We lived In lubricating. ofl Tues- 
day.” he sald, last night in El Cen- 
trol. “The following day we debated 
suicide. I begged Welsh to kill me. 
he would not. 
revolver firmly.

“Wednesday night Welsh became 
wneonscious and T was almost so. He 
died early the next morning. If I 
had strength enough, I might have 
killed myself then, as his lifeless hand 
dropped the revolver. But when I 
say the vultures and coyotes hovering 
about, T couldn't do it.

“T must have become unconscious 
just before our rescurers came, for 
they woke me up to life again.”

He is connected 
with the Miller Land Company and 
lives at No. 1823 West Forty-fifth 
street.

Mr. Welsh was born in Chicago. 
Shortly before the Spanish War broke 
eut he enlisted In the navy as expert 
mechanician, and served on the flag- 
ship Olympia at Manila Bay when 
Admiral Dewey won his historic vic- 
tory. 

Mr. Welsh came to California fifteen 
years ago. Shortly after his arrival 
he began the practice of law. Here 
he met Miss Rose Larkin and thirteen 
years ago they were married.

United States District Attorney 
Schoonover opposed the delay most 
vigorously, declaring that it was his 
understanding that sentence should be 
imposed at this time; there was no 
reason to think, in his opinion, why 
Mr. Lawler should not have under- 
stood it also. Mr. Schoonover said that 
the court should proveed in regular 
order without any delay. 

Judge Bledsoe said that he was of 
the opinion that sentence should be 
imposed at this time, but he did not 
desire to do anything that wotld dis- 
commode Mr. Lawler, whom he rec- 
ognized had borne the burden of the 
ten weeks’ trial. But the court thought 
the matter was to ,be disposed of at 
this time, and could not understand 
how Mr. Lawler got the impression 
that there would be any delay in the 
imposition of the sentence. 

There was a great deal of criticism 
of the courts, sald Judge Bledsoe, in 
regard to delays tn the administration 
of justice, and. he did not propose to 
contribute anything to the argument.

In response to President Wilson's de 
mand on Great Britain to respect the right 
of the United States to freedom of the 
Seas Sir Edward Grey makes an adroit 
special plea worthy of a clever lawyer, but 
below the standard of a Cabinet Minister of 
the greatest of sea powers. . 

The contention of Sir Edward is that, be- 
cause the conditions of warfare have 
changed, therefore the fundamental princi- 
ples of international law should be regard- 
ed as obsolete. That might be so as be- 
tween belligerents, but it is not at all pos- 
sible with respect to the rights of neutrals, 
unless the neutrals agree to it. 

International law concedes the right of 
@ belligerent to blockade an enemy port 
against the ingress or egress of neutral 
ships, even when the cargoes of such ships 
are not contraband of war. 

A blockade is the investment of a sea- 
port with a competent naval force with a 
view of cutting off all commerce, and a 
neutral is no more at liberty to assist the 
traffic of exportation than of importation. 

The object of a blockade is to cut off all

emy and subjects of neutral powers and 
thereby diminish its resources and render 
it less able successfully to carry on the 
war or resist a siege or invasion. As a 
Seneral rule the penalty for a breach of 
blockade ig the confiscation of both ship 
and cargo. 

A blockade to be lawful must be actual 
and effective. A paper blockade, a bilock- 
ade but not enforced by armed 
ships in attendance so as to command the 
entrance to the harbor, is not a lawful 
blockade. It is true that, during the war 
with Russia in 1854, the blockade of Riga 
was maintained at a distance of 120 miles 
from town; but the blockadthe ship com- 


formed the only navigable entrance to the 


gulf. 

In the wars of the first part of the nine 
teenth century paper blockades were insti- 
tuted on a large scale br England, much 
to the injury of neutral nations, but thi¢ 
practice she abandoned after the treaty of 
Ghent. 2 

England now proposes to change the law 
of mations so as to make it lawful to main- 
tain a midocean blockade. 

The allies have not thus .ar attempted to 
actually blockade, in accordance with the 
law of nations, any German ports or any 
neutral ports from which communication by 
land with Germany is opeh. Germany has 
ports of her own on the North Sea, and 
Austria has such ports on the Adriatic. 
Land communication with Germany may 
also be had from Holland ports. 

Great Britain claims that because sub- 
marines have made it difficult, if not im- 
possible, for her to maintain a blockade of 
harbors, therefore she has a right to block- 
ade the cpen ocean and stop and capture 
gnd, if necessary, destroy a neutral ship on 
the high seas a hundred or a thousand 
miles from land.

Sir Edward claims 
an “order in council” as authority for his 
position, but a British order in council can- 
not affect the right of American citizens 
to have their ships freely navigate the 
ocean any more than the Pope’s bull against 
the comet could change the orbit of that 
heavenly messenger. 

President Wilson's firm yet dignified and 
courteous insistence on the right of Amer- 
ican citizens to navigate the high seas will 
not fail to be indorsed by Americans of 
whatever party. He is not a Roosevelt, 
eager for war, nor yet a Bryan; syppliant 
for a craven peace. We can afford any 
reasonable concessions in order to keep 
out of Armageddon, and to unreasonable 
demands that would “dishonor us as a na- 
tion we will not yield, either to Germany 
or to the allies.

OW TO RESTORE BUSINESS. 

On July 28 the Federal Trade Commis 
sion had a session at Chicago, when a num- 
ber of manufacturers, merchants and bank- 
ers appeared before the commission and 
answered questions propounded them. In 
their answers they courteously but candidly 
told the members of the commission that if 
Uncle Sam would keep the meddlesome 
nose—which the last Congress had grafted 
on his honest old face—out of the foreign 
business of American export merchants 
that American enterprise and capital would 
soon evolve an adequate t marine 
and foreign commerce. 

Mr. Louts Swift, president of the great 
Packing company, said: 

“We consider that the export business in 
general is a slave to laws. We believe that 
there should be laws to preserve fair dedl- 
ing and honesty between man and man. but 
otherwise that the channels of trade should 
be left free as possible from legislative in- 
terference so that whenever a private indi- 
vidual has an opportunity of profitably en-

LOS ANGELES HARBOR, Aug. 5. 
—The contract for a roof for the 
largest oi] storag6 reservoir in South- 
ern California has been awarded to 
Hudson & Shaw of Los Angeles by the 
General Petroleum Company. It will 
require 250,000 feet of redwood to 
cover the big reservoir and the roof 
will cover three and a third acres. 

The reservoir will be located at the 
head of a canyon just north of Fort 
McArthur at Point Fermin which will 
give a gravity pressure to the loading 
station of the oil company on the 
breakwater. It will have a capacity 
of 600,000,000 barrels of oi] and will 
be used for export storage. The oil 
of the company is brought to the 
harbor from the fields in the San 
Joaquin Valley. 
About forty men and eight head 
of stock are now employed in the 
excavations for the big reservoir and 
making the circular embankment to 
enclose it The embankment will be 
twelve feet wide at the top. It i 
being carefully rolled and tamped 
during the process of construction.

PASADENA, 6.—Detlaring 
that every American’s cheek should 
Diush for shame because of the in- 
human traffic In arms and ammunition 
with the European belligerents, Sena- 
tor John D. Works delivered a power- 
ful address last night before the Na- 
tional Corhmercial Law League. 

He roundly denounced the selfish 
greed which permitted the shipment 
of engines of destruction by some of 
the people while the charitable among 
us sent supplies and Red Cross aid 
to try to mend the desperate wounds 
our own shells are creating. He took 
no sides except that of humanity. 

WAR, BUSINESS, PEACE. 

He said in part: 

My subject is “War, Business and 
Peace.” Just now they are all closely 
connected. Besides the hundreds of 
thousands of lives that are being

In spite the heavy burdens tm- 
posed by the income tax and the war 
tax, there is a deficit in revenue for

WAR RELIEVES DEPRESSION. 

Under these unfortunate commer- 
cial conditions, the war, much as it 
was deplored from a moral and hu- 
manitarian standpoint, comes as a dis- 
tinct relief. in.a great degree, from 
a self-imposed Rituation that was fast 
driving employers of labor to bank- 


-lruptey and their employees to a pitt- 


ful condition of dependency and want. 

As a result our exports increased 
and the imports rapidly decreased. 
The farmer and the dom °c manu- 
facturers had their home market re- 
stored to them by the war, new 
markets opened to them in foreign 
countries and their products brought 
higher prices. 

But this temporary relief came to 
but comparatively few and for it the 
nation is paying a fearful price. This 
commercial gain has accrued, tn the 
main, to great and powerful corpora- 
tions that were rich enough before and 
needed no such relief. It has vastly 
increased the high cost of living to 
our own people. The small manufac- 
turers and the thousands of men en- 
gaged in similar and legitimate lines 
of business receive none of its bene- 


fits. 
The country at this time has the 
balance of trade in ite favor 
in its entire history. The value of 
trade during the nt year will 
be about $4,300,000,000. This is $20,- 
000,000 more than ever before. The 
falling off of imports will be about 
$250,000,000. Our gain has come 
mostly from the enormous value of 
our exports. They will exceed last 
year’s exports by nearly $400,000,000. 
Our greatest trade balance heretofore 
was in 1908 and amounted to %665,- 
600,000. This year it will 
$1,000,000,000, according to depart- 
ment estimates, or nearly twice as 
much as ever before. 
MUST BE FED. 

Millions of the producers of the 
neceasities of life have become the de- 
troyers of property and of the lives 
of the producers. They must be fed 
and clothed. Hence our enormous ex- 
ports of foodstuffs and clothing. Mfil- 
lions of horses and mules have been 
taken out of industrial pursuits and 
sent to helpless slaughter on the bat- 
tlefield. We are draining our coun- 
try of these useful animals and offer- 
ing them to a iike sacrifice for money. 
Hundreds of our own factories of use- 
ful and necessary things in time of 
peace have been turned into manufac- 
tories of guns, powder, shot and shel! 
for the destruction of men. It pays, 
my friends,” but at what a sacrifice of 
things better and greater than money 
including our own self-respect and 
peace of mind. 

We complain of the brutalities of 
the war and the inhuman destruction 
of human lives. But these brutalities 
are’ in great part with in- 
struments of war of the most bar- 
barous, cruel and disastrous kind fur- 
nished by us for the sole purpose of 
money gain. 

Listen to this. One of the large 
manufacturing concerns of the United 
States thus advertises its wares: 

“The following’ is a description of 
the thirteen and eighteen-pound ex- 


plosive shells, which are now being 
used so extensively-tn the war to re- 


Times. 


place common shrapnel. The -mate- 
rial is high in tensile strength and 
very special and has a tendency to 
fracture into small pleces upon the 
explosion of the shell. The timing 
of the fuse for this shell is similar 
to the shrapnel shell, but it differs 
in that two explosive acids are used 
to explode the shell in the large cav- 
ity. The combination of these two 
acids causes a terrific explosion, hav- 
ing more power than anything of its 
kind yet used. Fragments become 
coated with these acids in exploding 
and wounds caused by them mean 
death tn terrible agony within four 
hours if not attended to immediately. 
From what we are able to learn of 
conditions in the trenches, it is not 
possible to get medical assistance to 
anyone in time to prevent fatal re- 
sults. It is necessary to immediately 
cauterize the wound if In the body or 
head, or to amputate if in the limba, 
as there seems to be no antidote that 
will counteract the poison. It can be 
seen from this that this shell is more 
effective than the reguéar shrapnel, 
since the wounds caused by shrapnel 
balls and fragments in the muscles 
are not as dangerous, as they have no 
poisonous element making prompt at- 
tention necessary.” 
CALLS IT SAVAGERY. 

For cold-blooded savagery, this will 
equal anything that has happened in 
the belligerent countries. For mere 
mercenary reasons it offers for sale 
shells made by it that will excel all 
other means of destroying life and

fer lacks even the excuse of patriotism 
or love of country. 

We show our humanity by a gen- 
erous support of the Red Cross and 
ites beneficient efforts to ameliorate 
the cruel effects.of the war and yet 
our people, with the consent and con- 
nivance of our government, are fur- 
nishing the means to prolong the war, 
to slaughter the men in the trenches, 
take the lives of the young men and 
destroy the property of nations with 
whom we are at peace. We furnish 
the means by which thousands of 
men, Innocent men, who fight because 
they must, are maimed and crippled 
for life, we are helping to make count- 
leas widows and orphans and adding 
enormously to the sorrows and suf- 
humanity. We are felicitat- 
ing Ives upon our increased ex- 
ports and the large balance of trade 
gained for wus by this nefarious 
The mere mention of it should

ALL, ONE-SIDED. 
Again, let me remind you that the 
belligerent nations have t 
brought about sv¥ch a condition that 
we cannot carry on this obnoxious 
trade and be either humane or seutral 


of retaliating 

enemy's blockade which prevents her 
from receiving the war supplies and 
foodstuffs and other necessities that 
are going to England and her allies, 
is to intercept and destroy ships car- 
Tying these same things to the ports 
of her enemies. 

This places our country In a post- 
tion, brought about in the first in- 
stance by the allies, that we may sell 
military supplies to them, but not to 
Germany. When we do this we in 
every essential particular become one 
of the allies and for the time being 
an active enemy of Germany, but 
claiming to be neutral. 

We could have said to Great Britain 
when by her own act she made it tm- 
possible for us to send supplies to Ger- 
many: “If you maintain this block- 
ade we will furnish no war matertal« 
to you. We cannot furnish arms and 
munitions of war under such circum- 
stances to you and maintain our neuw- 
trality. We will supply all of the bel- 
ligerenta alike or none at all.” 
we should have done on the ground of 
neutrality. But, on the higher ground 
of morality and humanity, we should 
have sald to all the belligerent na- 
tions: “We de not believe in the set- 
tlement of international disputes by 
resort to We will not aid either 
of you and thus maintain and prolong 
the war.” 

Instead, we promptly d properly 
declared our neutrality, then pro- 
ceeded to give aid to one side as 
against the other. We were mot hon- 
est with ourselves or with the war- 
ring nations. We were too anxious to 
make money out of this dreadful war 
to make good our declaration of neu- 
trality. These warring nations are all 
our friends. We should not discrim- 
inate between them. 


THE LUSITANIA CASE. 


Now let us stop a moment to con- 
sider to what this false and unjusti- 
fable attitude has brought us. A sin- 
gie illustration will suffice to uncover 
the evil that we have done. The Lust- 
tania, a British-owned ship, under- 
took to earry to England ¢chrough the 
war Zone arms, ammunition and war 
supplies sold to that country by Amer- 
ican citizens. She also carried several 
hundred passengers, many of them 
citizens of thig country. The British 
government knew the ship was subject 
to destruction by Germany. The pas- 
sengers Were warned, personally and 
by public advertisement, of their dan- 
ger in traveling on the ship. 

The United States not only allowed 
the exfrtation of these war materials, 
which should, on moral grounds, if no 
other, have been prevented, but after 
the warnings of danger were given the 
passengers, and with full notice of the 
deadly peril that confronted them, 
allowed American citizens to take 
Passage on a ship that was already 
marked for destruction. 

The sinking of the ship was a bru- 
tal and unjustifiable thing. ,.The 
American people were justly indignant 
at this eacrifice of American lives. 
The President was justified and should 
be upheld in his vigorous and earnest 
protest against this crime against our 
people. which, but for our own greed 
in sending war and that on 
& passenger ship, would have been un- 
answerable. our own act we had 
made ‘the tragedy possible and de- 
stroyed the effeot of our protest. 

This nation provoked the destruc- 
tion of the British ship end Amer- 
ican citizens by shipping through the 
war zone the supplies that might 
mean the success of England and the 
defeat of Germany. Our motive was 
the sordid one of commercial gain. 
We protested against the murderous 
act of Germany, but we did not do fit 
with a good grace. We did not come 
in with clean hands. We ourselves 
were in a sense particeps criminis to 
this awful crime. We cannot escape 
the consequences of our rticipation 
in the fearful tragedy. is wae the 
legitimate outcome of our false posi- 
tion, our violation of the laws of prac- 
tical as opposed to legal neutrality, 
the laws of humanity, the laws of God. 

VALUABLE LESSONS. 


But even war, much as it is to be 
deplored, teaches its valuable lessons 
and has its compensations. Among 
other things it teaches us the value of 
peace among nations. In this instance 
it gives a most powerful impetus to 
the peace movement of the world. 

Civilization is no proof against the 
inhuman war spirit. We must go 
deeper than that if we are going to 
put an end to war. Nations are only 
ageregations of men. They cannot 
rise above the citizenship of which 
they are composed. Therefore, 
efforts towards the establishment of 

ce among nations must reach the 
individual citizen. A nation made u 
of men and women who will war 


their, nelghbors, war 
churches, in in the various 
¢ 


peaceful walks of life and within 
themselves, is a nation that will go to 
war with another nation. Good and 
evil are constantly at war between 
men and man and within the con- 
sciousness of the individual aa well as 
between nations, and until good over- 
comes evil in the minds of the peo- 
ple who constitute separate nations, 
we cannot expect universal peace. The 
greatest of the evils that 
quarrela among men and war be- 
tween nations is selfishness. 

We must realize that the way to 
peace among nations is to eliminate 
selfishness from the consciousness of 
the men and women who constitute 
nations. Until we do we will have 
strife among men and among nations. 
Therefore, peace plans and the advo- 
cacy of peace are good as a means of 
educating men to avoid war and fos- 
ter peace, but when we can teach 
them to love God and their fellow- 
man, peace will be assured.

outstanding, the total advance in the 
past thirty-five days amounts to the 
trifling sum of $27,376,000.

LOS ANGELES, Aug. 4-—I[{To the 
Editor of The Times: ] wants 
#ix viaducts’ Echo answers, Boyle 
Heights and the Board of Public Util- 
ities, not the industrial section of the 
city. A few weeks ago the members 
of the Board of lc Utilities, like 
the walking delega in order to earn 
their salaries, go usy and after 
acratching their heads for several 
days, evolved the brilliant and costly 
idea of bullding six viaducts and in- 
creasing the taxes and bonded indebt- 
edness of the city and county. They 
put the matter before the City Coun- 
cll and they tmmediately tumbled. I 
suppose because their hands began 
to itch to epend over $4,000,000 of 
other people’s money, not any of their 
own. It was then passed on to the 
engineer to work out the plan and 
fix up the assessment district. The 
next day a smart aleck of a reporter 
on one of the city papers, by a click 
of his pen, not only erected the six 
viaducta, but on his own volition added 
at least a dozen more-——some of them 
to be bullt east and west, others north 
and south and some crisscross, a per- 
fect network of viaducts. Then the 
noble youth did a most generous act 
for the property owners of the indus- 
trial district. He added fifty per cent. 
to the value of their property. Thanks, 
awfully for his generosity. Now if that 
bright young man will cough up the 
dough and buy every lot in the Indus- 
trial section at his advanced price, we 
will gladly hand over the deeds, and 
promise to vote solidly for all the via- 
ducts he wants. 

Are six viaducts needed? The in- 
dustrial section emphatically says 
“no. And the people in that section 
are the most vitally interested, for it 
will virtually destroy the value of 
every lot facing the streets on which 
those etructures are erected. The 
streets now are none too wide for 
business. 

The Public Utilities and the Council 
give as the great reason why the via- 
ducts should be constructed—protec- 
tion of life at the deadly grade cross- 
ings.

PUBLIC UTILITIES BOARD ON 
SLUGS AND BAD COINS. 


> - 


City Decides to Drop Old Rate Suit 
and Authorizes Attorney to Quit 
Action and to Start Work on Gas 
Rate Complaint Before State Hail- 
road Commission. 


Complaints from local drug and de- 
partment stores to the effect that the 
Pacific Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany is trying to force them to sign 
peontracts which provide that the sub- 
ecribers must stand all of the loss 
from slugs and bad coins in pay tele- 
phone stations were considered by the 
Roard of Public Utilities yesterday. 
The ruling of the board is that in 
settlement between the subecriber 
and the telephone companies the 
slugs and nonnegotiable coins are to 
be turned over to the telephone com- 
pany and destroyed. Then, tn ac- 
cordance with tile new rate ordinance, 
the subscriber must guarantee $5.50 
a month for each Instrument, and ev- 
ery 6 cents In real money over that 
amount is to He divided, 3 cents to 
the company and 2 cents to the sub- 
acriber. 

The Public Utilitfes Board, after 
consulting with the City Attorney, will 
likely recommend that the Council 
pass an ordinance providing punish- 
ment for those who deposit slugs and 
“bum nickels” in telephone pay ata- 
tions. 

The specific complaints made te the 
board referred to the Pacific com- 
pany only. and it is understood that 
both the Pacific and the Home com- 
panies have agreed to abide with the 
ruling of the board. Accordingly the 
companies will be required to submit 
their contracts to the Utilities Board 
for approval.
